Residencies: 


The  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Reform  Institutions  have  a limited  number  of 
openings  for  qualified  clergy  who  wish  to  engage  in 
advanced  clinical  training  towards  certification  as  In- 
stitutional Chaplains  (minimum  one  year)  or  Super- 
visors of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  (one  to  two 
years).  Residencies  normally  begin  September  1.  In 
addition  to  supervised  pastoral  care,  group  work,  spe- 
cialized study  and  research.  Residents  may  have  the 
opportunity  to  gain  supervised  pastoral  counselling  ex- 
perience through  one  of  the  local  agencies.  Residents 
who  qualify  to  proceed  towards  certification  as  super- 
visors will  assist  in  summer  training  programmes.  For 
further  information  contact  the  Director  of  Training. 
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Purpose: 

The  Toronto  Institute  for  Pastoral  Training  was 
founded  in  1957  to  provide  closely  supervised  field 
education  in  pastoral  care  for  theological  students  and 
continuing  professional  education  for  parish  and  insti- 
tutional clergy  of  all  churches.  A Committee  of  Direc- 
tion guides  its  activities  and  courses  are  offered 
through  the  Division  of  University  Extension,  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto. 

The  curriculum  approximates  that  recommended  by 
the  Council  for  Clinical  Training,  New  York,  the  In- 
stitute of  Pastoral  Care,  Boston,  and  the  American 
Association  of  Theological  Schools , 

The  Director  of  Training  and  other  teaching  staff  are 
clergymen  with  experience  in  parish  ministry,  institu- 
tional chaplaincy,  and  supervision  of  clinical  pastoral 
education. 

Courses  are  designed  to  provide  theological  students 
and  clergy  with  an  opportunity  to  deepen  their  under- 
standing of  pastoral  care,  and  to  develop  greater  skill 
and  sensitivity  in  ministering  to  people  in  their  com- 
munity. Included  are  supervised  pastoral  calls,  group 
life  sessions,  clinical  seminars  and  theoretical  study  in 
the  social  sciences  and  pastoral  care.  Authorities  on 
religion,  medicine,  surgery,  psychiatry,  criminology, 
community  health  and  welfare  and  related  fields  regu- 
larly contribute  through  lectures,  group  discussions, 
demonstration,  and  personal  consultation. 


CLINICAL  PASTORAL  TRAINING 
May  2 — July  29,  1966 

Eligibility: 

Eull-time  six-week  and  twelve-week  programmes  of 
Clinical  Pastoral  Training  are  open  to  theological 
students,  clergy  and  qualified  religious  workers,  both 
men  and  women.  Applicants  for  full-time  clinical  pas- 
toral training  must  submit  the  names  of  two  references, 
one  of  which  should  be  that  of  their  personal  physi- 
cian. Theological  students  should  name  a professor  in 
the  practical  field  as  one  reference.  An  interview  will 
be  arranged  with  one  of  the  supervisors  following  sub- 
mission of  the  application  form  and  enclosures.  In 
cases  where  distance  from  Toronto  makes  a personal 
interview  impractical,  applicants  may  be  asked  to  ar- 
range an  interview  with  a qualified  person  in  their 
geographical  area. 

Obligations: 

Bach  applicant  must  be  prepared  to  participate  in  the 
programme  from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  Monday 
through  Friday.  There  may  be  periodic  assignments 
at  the  training  centres  in  the  evening  or  on  weekends. 
An  applicant  who  is  in  charge  of  a parish  near  enough 


to  Toronto  to  render  him  liable  to  call  must  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  in  order  to  fulfil  the  obliga- 
tions of  clinical  training.  Students  will  be  required  to 
do  certain  reading  and  prepare  written  assignments 
outside  the  course  hours. 

Application: 

The  completed  application  form  along  with  the  names 
of  two  references  and  the  required  enclosures  should 
be  sent  to  the  Director  of  Training,  Rev.  Barry  F.  H. 
Cooke,  Co-ordinating  Chaplain,  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  Toronto  2.  Ontario. 

Application  should  be  made  before  March  8,  1966.  After 
that  date  any  remaining  vacancies  will  be  filled  strict- 
ly in  order  of  application  of  qualified  applicants.  Those 
who  apply  before  March  8 will  be  notified  by  March  20 
regarding  their  acceptance. 

Board  and  Lodging: 

It  is  highly  desirable,  though  not  mandatory,  that 
students  in  training  share  a common  residential  life. 
Accommodation  will  be  available  to  those  students 
accepted  for  training  and  detailed  information  regard- 
ing application  for  residence  will  be  available  by  Feb- 
ruary I,  1966. 

Fees: 

The  combined  registration  and  tuition  fee  for  full- 
time clinical  pastoral  training  is  $75.00  for  six  weeks, 
1150.00  for  twelve  weeks,  payable  at  time  of  registra- 
tion. With  the  growing  awareness  of  the  necessity  for 
continuing  professional  education,  many  congregations 
and  church  bodies  now  offer  ministers  sabbatical  time 
and  financial  aid  to  encourage  clinical  pastoral  train- 
ing. Several  theological  colleges  recommend  clinical 
training  as  an  integral  part  of  theological  education 
and  theological  students  should  apply  for  financial  aid 
through  their  college  or  denominational  headquarters. 
When  bursaries  from  the  above  sources  are  not  avail- 
able, this  Institute  will  consider  a limited  number  of 
bursary  applications.
